DOUBLE TRACKING DELAYED 



Although it hat been more or leat a 
terlout proposition from the ontaet of 
double-tracking between Mem- 
phis and Fnlton, Ky., the Illinois 
Central has found the toarcity of labor 
and the consequent exorbitant price 
line an obttaole againtt which it 
doe* not propote to strain itself to 
overcome at thit time. Henco the 
work of donble-tracklng, along part of 
the route at least, will be sutpended 
until labor conditions improve or ad- 
just themselves better to the neoetti- 
ties of the progress of tho day. 

The 1 11 mo s Central hat been paying 
for ordinary unskilled labor 35 to 76 
per cent more for nine honrt a day 
work than ever before, and that even 
at this extraordinary price is unable to 
obtain sufficient labor to make the 
in the work nooestary to the 
demandt of the situation. The ■caro- 
ity of untkilled labor is attributed to 
the protperoui conditions prevailing 
over the oountry, every town and city 
utilizing all the labor obtainable in 
tho various linet of employment that 
to growth anc 



It it said that the Illinois Central 
will retumo the work of double-track- 
ing next year, or at toon as snttioient 
labor can bo obtained to complete the 
taak now partially finished. 

The work of double-traoking will 
not be impended along the entire 
route between Memphit and Fnlton, 
but at such placet where tho scarcity 
of labor is mott pronounoed. This 
toarcity it felt with etpocial foroe at 
Halls, Tenn., about 100 inilei below 
Paducah. 

The situation now confronting the 
Illinoit Central at Halla tuggestt tho 
main cause for the determination of 
railroad managers to withhold plan* 
for future construction work. It it a 
fact that new railroad couttruction 
will be discontinued after tho comple- 
tion of contracts now in conrte of ex- 
ecution, and the came of it it the 
scaroity of labor and the consequent 
exorbitant price* demanded by that 
which it available. 

It it prediotea that within five or 
tlx months the labor now demanding 
fancy pricet, and hardly obtainable at 
that, would be looking for employ- 
ment at greatly rednoed oomii 
tion.

The total liabilities of tha two com- 
pantea exceed $10,000,000 

The Maryland Trust company and 
the Union Trust company were not 
jointly interested in any enterprise, so 
that tbe suspension of one had no di- 
et bearing on tha other. 
The suspension of tbe Maryland 
company is solely due to large loans 
advanced to the Vera Oraa and Paoiflo 
railroad. It i* said that these loan* 
aggregate in exoess of $«,000,000. 

The Vera One and Pacific railroad 
runs across tbe Ithmu* of Tehannte- 
pec, and establishes a* new trans con- 
tinental ronte, connecting on one aide 
with the Atlantic ocean and reaohing 
the Pacific on the other side.

The rnnntiiDK trial of Wills 
Mount, in jail charged with the. wll 
fnl murder of Willi* Nutty, the jock- 
ey, ia sot for tomorrow before .Indit* 
Sander*, in the police court, and will 
doubtles* attract a largo crowd. 

The commonwealth will use eveiv 
precaution to prevent perjury in the 
trial, and a representative *tated to 
day that ho bad Hied it so he thought 
it will be impossible for any of the 
witnesses to swear fal*ely. 

The inquest held yesterday after 
noon by Coroner Peal ended about 4 
o'clock in a verdict of unjustifiable 
homicide as follow* I 

"Paducah, Ky , Oct. 1.'. I Ml 

"We. the jury. Bnd that the body 
now lyinj: before us dead, hi *uppo*ed 
to be thnt of Will Nutty, and that he 
came to hi* death from two pistol 
lfc t* inflicted by the hand* of Willis 
Mount. 

"We further find that the said kill- 
.nj; was done without provocation.

All witnesses known to the coroner 
and officers were summoned to appear 
at the inqnest, but several Important 
witnesses who are acknowledged to 
have seen the shooting were missing 
and conld not be secured. Howovt r 
the ooroner had summoned n nt 
eyidenca to complete the verdict and 
the following is the sum and tub- 
stance of the testimony. 

Dr. Adrian Hoyer, who was the first 
doctor to visit the room aftor the -hoot 
ing, was first placed on the stand and 
t< -tilled that ho arrivoil just a* the 
man was gasping hi* last ami tli.it

have ptoven tat.kl 

Will Bishop stated that ho was over 
the Ht\u saloon in tne room whero »he 
fatal shooting occurred at the timo the 
argument bailing to the shooting was 
started. Ilo ttitcd that he went 
down to got a drmU and was not in 
the room, consequently, when the 
•hot* were fired, tin the contrary he 
wis outside and at the top of tin- Hairs 
wh. n the first shot was fired ami at 
tho bottom when the second was tired. 
He stated that he did not go hark at 
all. After a careful examination 
B^hop remerjrs red that Natty had 
told Mount that he, Mount, "looked 
like yo cents to him," and that when 
this was said he. Bishop, duoked out 
of the room. 

Bob Wathon, who is a partner in 
th« oi*>iation of the Stan saloon, was 
tending bar at tho time of the shoot 
ing ami said in about one minute af 
ter ne board the shots, Mount came 
hurriedly mto the bar room and going 
around back of tho bar a.-ked for a 
drink of whi'key and placed his gun 
on the countrr and told him. Wathon. 
to nut it iwi', remarking "I have 
done it." Wathon did not remember 
that Mount bad additionally laid 
"mnm\ the word." 

Ike Hollowell, a fireman who was 
in front of the engine bouse across the 
street from the saloon, when the shots 
were fired, stated that as aoon a* he 
heard them ho ran acrns* the street to 
inve-tigate and on reaming the room 
found Dr. Hoyer th.«re. Wbilo they 
wero attending tlm victim Hollowell 
stat d that John Wbitnel came in aud 
itnt ad i list he had been in the room 
and - iw 'ho whole shooting. Hollr. 
well further stated that Whitnell had 
said that Mount had shot without 

I C IUS0. 

Al Pholps, with whom Nutty had 
(,uirr,lod. was u x introduced and 
-aid he was in the room when tho 
fo«- was startod as Nutty and himself 
had b«en the principals until Mount 
took it up. Phelps stated thnt he hail 
just oome in the room and Mount wa« 
lying on a bed. After he had been in 
about a minute he and Nutty came to 
worn* overcome trivial matter ami 
Mount took it up. Phelps did not re- 
member what either man said but a*
